COUNTY LIGHT PLANT BOOB 


It lias Proved to be All 


Expected 


That the county did not add to its 
expense when it installed an electric 
lighting plant to be run in connection 
with 
the heating apparatus at the 
courthouse, is the conclusion of sup­ 
ervisors who have been quietly con­ 
ducting an investigation during the 
past few days. 
They have also discovered that the 
heating of the court house during a 
test made just before 
the county 
hoard convened, has been charged up 
loathe lighting account, the purpose 
being to endeavor to show that the 
county had an expensive proposition 
on its hands in running its own light­ 
ing plant. 
compared to the cost of 
light furnished by the La Crosse Gas 
and Electric company. 
On November ii, a very warm day 
for this time of the year, the test 
was made. 
The county’s 
lighting 
plant was run full blast from 7 in 
the morning until 5 in the afternoon. 
Circuit court was in session and all 
over the building lights were turned 
on indiscriminately, rooms that were 
well lighted from without also being 
lighted by electricity. There is hardly 
a day in the year that some of these 
lights which were turned on during 
this test have to be burned. 
On o r­ 
dinary days the only lights necessary 
in the building are a few in the vaults 
and in the judge’s corner in the cir­ 
cuit court room. 
The county plant 
is adequate to furnish all this light 
without any extra amount of heat be­ 
ing generated. 
But on the day in 
question the n t h , the furnace was 
boomed with coal and the pressure 
worked up to a point w’here the heat 
literally drove inmates from the build­ 
ing. 
A frantic endeavor was made to 
double the capacity of the 200 light 
county electric plant and of course it 
was impossible. 
The 
court 
house 
furnace burned on that day over a 
ton of coal. 
On the 13th, last M on­ 
day. the alleged test was completed 
by reducing the heat in the furnace to 
a minimum and burning 
only 670 
pounds of coal. The county lighting 
plant was not used, the few lights 
that were necessary in vaults being 
furnished by the old lighting com­ 
pany. 
V hen the result of the t e s t -was re­ 
ported to the county board, the differ­ 
ence in the cost of coal on Saturday 
and Monday was charged up to the 
county lighting plant which had been 
worked to over its limit on the first 
day. 
On the other hand the supervisors 
point out that the La Crosse Gas and 
Electric company’s bills for Septem­ 
ber and October 
aggregate 
$164.72 
for lights in the court house and jail. 
I he lighting bill in the jail was about 
one-fifth of this, which leaves some­ 
thing over $130 which the few lights 
I burned in the vaults of 
the 
court 
house cost during two m onths, or 
I $65 per month, nearly three dollars 
I per working day. 
H ad all the lights 
been turned on in the court house 
each day during these two months as 
they were when the test was made of 
the county plant the company’s bill 
would have been several times this 
amount.

The Morning Chronicle and the Leader-Press, those devoted ser­ 


vants of the “dear people” of “our beautiful 
city,” 
have 
found 
oppor­ 


tunity to “take a fall out of” the county board for having been instru­ 


mental in the establishment of a county lighting plant at a time when 
the public service lighting company that ownns both these “newspapers” 


in order that it may “mold public opinion” to its own selfish ends was 


charging from $45 to $ 60 per month to light the courthouse when it 


required but a few moments light in a room here and there each day. 
It had been our intention to Expose the dishonesty of 
the 
attack 


of these courageous satellites of monopoly immediately, but on second 


thought it was determined to attend to tlje immense advertising business 


with which we are daily crowded, and trust the Organs to hang them ­ 


selves with the rope thus 
furnished. However, so many people have 
protested their indignation at the impudence of 
these 
representatives 


of the Light Trust that was balked in its depredations, and have 
urged 
exposure of the whole affair, that we are inclined to turn on the search 
light. 
To begin with, the Leader-Press, speaking for the Light Trust, said 


that prior to the authorization of the county plant it had cost 
“only 
from $ 7 0 to $ 9 0 a year to light the courthouse.” The county paid as 


high as $ 6 0 in a single month for this service, and 
the 
county 
board 


was told plainly when this subject was under discussion by^no 
less a 
person than George B. McMillan who thought he was elected by 
the 
people to represent the La Crosse Gas & Electric company, that 
“the 
county would have to pay for its lights if the Trust gave them a con­ 
nection, whether there was a county plant or not.” It was in the face 


of such effrontery as this that the supervisors ordered the plant installed. 
The committee that had charge of the work acted upon the advice of ex­ 


perts whose judgment as to the adequacy of the plant has hardly been 
brought into question, not to say disproven, by these “publications.” 


When The Evening Organ is finally warmed up to its greatest pitch 
of zeal, it says: 
• 


“How can these members of the board explain their votes to 
their taxpaying constituents?. Take the vote, for instance, of Su­ 
pervisor Fred Dittman—one of the shrewdest men in the 
board 
and generally one of the most conservative and 
valuable 
mem 
hers. Mr. Dittman voted with the majority to buy and install the 
lighting plant in the court house. Now' Mr. Dittman is the owner 
of three fine houses at the corner of Eleventh and State streets, 
in all of which electric current is used for lighting. If it cost the 
occupants of each of these houses an average of $2 a month for 
light we think that the bill would 
be 
considered 
reasonable. 
That would be $25 a year for the lighting of each house, 
$75 a 
year for lighting all three of the 
houses—just 
about 
what 
it 
would cost to light the court house if the current were purchased 
from the local lighting company. But Mr. Dittman did not in­ 
stall a private lighting plant for the purpose of lighting 
these 
houses of his. 
He appears to have applied a different rule when 
it came to a question of spending his own money on lighting 
experiments from what he applied when the money of the county 
was involved.” 


Mr. Dittman was one of the men who resented the “you go-to the- 
devil” attitude of Trust Supervisor McMillan, and who on becoming con­ 
vinced that in the absence of competition a county plant would be a good 
thing, voted to install one. And the man who started the “block system” in 
Louisville, that afterwards grew into the first long lamented and still 
unliquidated Central Electric, implies that any man who would not put a 
private lighting plant into a small dwelling house (which is never done) 
is in error if he advocate that one be placed in a great public 
building 
(which is more and more often done). .A wise rascal would be ashamed 
to publish so discernable a fraud for the scrutiny of intelligent people. 
And taking Mr. Sisson’s report, which was made by him 
and 
his 
committee to the county board, and which was thereafter “interpreted” 
by The Chronicle in a way we believe was as surprising to Mr. Sisson as 
to anyone else, let us dissect it. The pith of the report reads: 


“On November ii the electric plant in the court house was run 
from 7 a. rn. to 5 p rn., while the circuit court was in session. To 
keep the H EA T right, 2.960 pounds cf Pocahontas coal was con­ 
ed. The light was inadequate. 
“On November 13, a colder day, for heat alone the steam pres­ 
sure was kept between 40 and 5 0 pounds. It required 6 7 0 pounds 
of Pocahontas coal.
